"When Canada thistles are not de- 
stroyed as required by tho Canada 
Thistle. Law," the order states, "there 
Is no ope to blame but the commis- 
sioner o{ Canada Thistle because he J 
has it within his power to compel j 
property owners to destroy Canada ,' 
thistles, as per Section 3 of tho Law. j 
Failure to comply with the law Is | 
just cause for prosecution, therefore, 
you should make an example of any 
violators by causing them to be 
prosecuted. 

"Thistles In growing crops' and in 
all places must be kept from going 
.to seed or prosecutions will result. 
No excuses will be accepted. As a 
duly appointed officer you take an 
oath to enforce the law, therefore, 
you should do your duty."

The death of one man and severe 
injuries to two others in an auto ac- 
cident a -mile north of Antloch at 
10:30 Saturday became tho center of 
a double inquiry Monday, one In 
which Coroner John L. Taylor was 
to investigate the cause of the death 
and another in which United States 
postal authorities are trying to learn 
why a government mall bag was in 
the wrecked car. 

The dead man is John T. Follonz, 
of the Central hotel, Chicago, who 
died Saturday night in the Victory 
Memorial hospital, Waukegan, of In- 
juries received in the crash here 
earlier in the day. 

Two men riding with Fellenz at the 
time of the crash, A. A. Lyman, 713 
Rush street, Chicago, and George 
Lynn, 1347 Photo place, Chicago, are 
still in the hospital and suffering 
considerably from their Injuries al- 
though both will recover, according 
to reports to Capt. George Hecking- 
er, of the county highway police. 
Are Tracing Mail Bag 

Coroner A. B. Schmitz, of Kenosha 
county, and Sheriff Steve Robinson, 
notified government agents of finding 
the mall bag. The postal authorities 
stated that they would have the two 
men questioned about this. 

"When my deputy talked to them 
they told him that it had contained a 
tent that was shipped to Camp lake. 
I know, however, that the govern- 
ment does not send mail bags around 
with individuals. The prosecuting 
attorney and myself will attend the 
iuquest. We have evidence that the 
men were drinking Saturday, morn- 
ing," Coroner Schmitz declared. 

After swearing in a Jury Coroner 
Taylor continued the hearing until 
Friday morning at 10:30 o'clock at 
the White & Tobin morgue. The 
body was taken to Milwaukee Wed- 
nesday for burial. 

Heckinger Investigates 

In his Investigation Heckinger 
stated that he found no evidence of 
the men drinking. All had gone over 
the state line, he said, to establish -a 
camp where they c,ould fish over the 
week-end. 

"From what I learned all were men 
of good repute." he said. 

The three men reported as being 
part of a fishing party at Channel 
lake. They started in an automobile 
Saturday morning for Wilmot to get 
some supplies. According to one of 
the injured men, a vampire car side- 
swiped the automobile the three men 
were In and caused It to overturn. W. 
J. Van Duzer, Antioch. who was 
walking on the road to his farm, 
said he saw tho accident, but saw no 
other vehicle when the car left the 
road. The car was traveling at great 
speed, according to Mr. Van Duzer, 
who said the machine swerved sever- 
al times before making the fatal 
plunge against a tree. 

In the damaged car the empty mall 
bag was found by officials who are 
conducting the Investogatlon. Sheriff 
Stephen Robinson of Kenosha has 
asked the Lake county authorities to 
hold the two men at tho hospital 
until the mall bag mystery Is eolyed. 
Postal officials were notified. 

Lyman and Lynn will bo asked to 
explain how tho mall bag came Into 
their automobile. A mother and 
brother of Flentz, the dead man, who 
are believed to be living in Milwau- 
kee, are being sought to identify tho 
dead man. A radio broadcast was 
made In Milwaukee wlvii the hope of 
reaching the relatives of tho dead 

man.

It Is unfor- 
tunate that our time-honored manner of enjoying tho 
Fourth must bo restricted — but conditions in our mod- 
ern crowded cltios aro such that to promiscuously allow 
tho use of fireworks Is to court Injury, death and 
destruction of property. 

Children, especially, are endangered. Not n single 
Fourth has passed without a tragic waste of young 
lives throughout tho country. 

Mnke the Fourth "safe and sane. And when flro- 
works are used every possible precaution should bo 
taken to guard against misadventure.

Tho most elllcient means .vet found 
for cleaning tho heating plant and 
chimney Is a huge vacuum cleaner 
which conies mounted on an auto truck 
and In which a motor driven fan pro- 
vides powerful suction. This machine, 
operated on the same principle as the 
household vacuum cleaner, sucks Hie 
dirt and soot out of the most remote 
nnd Inaccessible parts of both heating 
plant and chimney, drawing the soot 
and dust Into an enormous dust proof 
hag. No dust Is raised In the house 
and there Is no aftermath of grimy 
dirt in the basement or on the walks 
or lawns. The additional advantage 
Is that It usually Includes a thorough 
Inspection service which reveals ex- 
isting defects In chimney and heating 
plant Itself, and enables repairs to be 
made during the summer months.

OLAND'S Importance among the 
nations of Europe has been rec- 
ognized by the United States by 
tho raising of the United States 
legation nt Warsaw to the status of 
an embnssy. There has been a marked 
friendliness since the World' war be- 
tween the great republic of tho West- 
ern hemisphere nnd the new republic 
of Central Europe, and n lonn of 
many millions has gone from the for- 
mer to help place tho latter on a 
strong financial foundation. 

American business methods have 
captured the imagination and admira- 
tion of the Poles, nnd scarcely a work 
on scientific management Is published 
In America today that Is not trans- 
lated Into Polish. Poland has indus- 
tries that were begun before the dis- 
covery of America, but some of them 
nre being rejuvenated by American 
methods under the guidance of Amer- 
ican engineers. 

Oldest of Poland's Industries to be 
affected by new methods are her salt 
mines which were adding to the savor 
of Centrnl European foods as early 
as the Tenth century. The first Iron 
forge began operations In 13B3 nnd 
may be looked upon ns the beginning 
of the iron founding Industry which 
now contributes millions of dollars 
worth of values each year to J'ollsh 
manufacture. An Important lumber 
industry, based on timber lands cov- 
ering 02,000 ncres, was begun in the 
Eighteenth century. A tree must bo 
ninety years old before It Is cut. The 
entire forest nrea of the country is 
more than 22,000,000 ncres. 

One of Poland's most Interesting In- 
dustries Is n plant 'for building rnll- 
.way. equipment that was started In 
Napoleonic times as a wagon factory. 
Tho textile Industry keeps more than 
3,000,000 spindles busy, and there nre 
numerous factories for the manufac- 
ture of pnper, chemicals, and metal 
articles. 

Only Germany, which Is Poland's 
nenrest western neighbor, exports 
more goods to the country than does 
the United States.' In a recent year 
the United States furnished approxi- 
mately 10 per cent of all Polish 
Imports. 

Old Poland Resurrected. 
The Poland of today is not nn en- 
tirely new entity. She is rather n 
resurrection of the old Poland which 
onco .was one of the greatest nations 
of Christendom. In size she out- 
ranked nearly every nation of the con- 
tinent. Itussla alone of the European 
nntions Is larger than Poland was at 
her grentest. In population she stood 
nt the forefront of Europe: only Itus- 
sla and Germany had greater popu- 
lations before the war than are to be 
found in the lands that once were 
Poland; for unpartltloned Poland had 
an area of 2S2.000 square miles, and 
the lands that once lny within her 
boundaries support a population of 
npproxlmntely 50.000,000. In area she 
was as large as tho former Germnn 
empire, Switzerland, Belgium, Hol- 
land nnd Denmnrk together; larger 
than Great Britain. Italy and Greece 
combined; Inrger than Austrla-Hun- 
gnry and Servla In one. Within what 
were her boundaries there dwells n 
present population larger than the 
combined populations of Great Britain 
nnd Belgium; larger than those of 
France, Belgium nnd Holland together ; 
nnd matching that of the old Austria- 
Hungary. 

Poland was three times partitioned, 
and these pnrtltionlngs were read- 
justed between the partitioned by the 
congress of -Vienna In 1S15. Where 
tho orlglnnl partitions had given Itus- 
sla 181,000 squaro miles, Prussia 54,- 
000 squaro miles, and Austria 45,000 
square miles, the reapportionment of 
the Vienna congress gave Russia 220,- 
500, Prussia 20,000. and Austria 35,- 
000 square miles. Much of the land 
which Prussia secured, and particu- 
larly Kiev, had been Identified with 
Russia generations before. 

Poland, In the days of her greatest 
nrea, extended from a point within 50 
miles of Berlin, on tho west, to tho 
meridinn of the sea of Azov on tho 
east; on the north it renched nearly to 
the Gulf of Finland nnd on the south 
down to the Khnnnto of Crimen. 
Former Russian Poland. 
What was known before tho World 
war as Russian Polnnd Is that neck of 
territory stretching westward between 
tho Prusslas nnd Gallcla. This terri- 
tory has an nrea almost exactly equal 
to that of New .York state, yet, in 
spite of the fact that Its extreme 
southern boundary lies north of tho 
latitude of Winnipeg, Its population , 
Is ns great as those of New York and 
New Jersey combined.

somewhat undnlntlng, with nn aver* 
age elevation of about 400 feet, slop- 
ing upward townrd tho highlands of 
Gallcla on tho south und toward tho 
swelling ground paralleling the Baltic 
on tho north. It Joins the lowlands of 
western Germany with the great plain 
of western Russia. Its rivers are slow 
und sluggish; with their mouths often 
but a few dozen feet below their 
sources and seldom more than a few 
hundred feet below. Their basins in- 
tricately Interpenetrate one another, 
and the frequent Inundations of these 
basins have covered them with a very 
rich alluvial soil. 

Russian Poland usually has a winter 
somewhat similar to that of New Eng- 
land. There is an even cold, with not 
a great deal of snow, but often with 
rnzoredged winds from the northward. 
Tho rivers of this region usually 
freeze over about the middle of De- 
cember, and the Vistula la under ice 
for npproxlmntely 80 days during the 
average winter. 

In the Eighteenth century, when the 
city of Warsaw, next to Paris, was the 
most brilliant city In Europe, this flnt 
plain was unusually rich In herds und 
geese flocks, though nlmost bare of 
manufactures. 

Poland's history hns been a tragic 
one through the nges. Next to tho 
Russians, they nre numerically tho 
most important of tho Slavs. They 
first nppenred in Great, or North, and 
Little, or South, Poland In the Tenth 
century, where they found other 
Slavic tribes In possession. The wise 
policy of their kings early induced the 
whole nntion to profess Christianity. 
People Have Changed Little. 
Of medium size, with round heads 
and healthful faces, the blond more 
common than the brunet, their physi- 
cal appearance hns apparently changed 
little. The working classes, who con- 
stitute nine-tenths of the nation, have 
always been laborious, frugal, endur- 
ing, temperate rather than abstemious, 
and Intensely patriotic. Their szlncta, 
or nobles, have shown themselves Im- 
petuous, brave to rashness, chivalrous, 
insubordinate, emotional, artistic. 

During the formative period Poland 
was consolidated by the dynnsty of 
the great Lithuanian, Jngeilon, the 
Polish Wadlslaus II— a succession of 
princes unsurpassed in constructive 
ability. Union with, the Lithuanians 
doubled tho population and the na- 
tional resources. Together they 
crushed the Teutonic knights at Ton- 
nenberg In 1410 and half a century 
later at the peace of Thorn pushed 
them east of the Vistula. Tho Polish 
lands on the Baltic, together with 
Danzig and Mnrienberg, were recov- 
ered. The Duchy of Mazovin, of 
which Warsaw was the center, five 
centuries Independent, voluntarily 
Joined the kingdom which a few years 
later spanned Europe from the Baltic 
to the Black sen. The Reformation, 
regarded with a suspicion as having a 
German origin, only for a time dis- 
turbed the country. 

The advantageous situation of the 
kingdom, the admirable qualities of its 
common people, and the development 
already attained, seemed to assure tho 
greatness nnd permanence of the 
Polish stnte. Yet in Poland's history 
there Is disappointment on every page. 
The brilliant passages are episodes 
without connection or result. No- 
where else Is so much vnlor wasted. 
The chasm was always widening be- 
tween the nobles nnd the common 
people. Tho people paid all tho 
taxes. The nobles, nil equal, pos- 
sessed all the wealth nnd power, but 
had no sense of obligation or respon- 
sibility. Intrepid in battle, they were 
ready to fight for tho country only 
when so Inclined. 

Downfall and Partition. 
The system^ of government wns 
oligarchic In the extreme. Succession 
to tho powerless throno was elective, 
native or foreigner alike eligible. 
Each election wns an orgy of tur- 
bulence nnd bribery. Twice the throne 
wns put up at auction. Tho llberum 
veto, established In 1052, whereby tho 
negative vote of a single member of 
tho diet nullified any- net or nil tho 
acts of nil the rest, culminated in 
anarchy and evcntunlly brought about 
the destruction of Polnnd. 

Yet the crlminnl follies of a priv- 
ileged class in no wny excuse or 
palliate the iniquity of tho three pnr- 
tltlons of Poland In 1773, 1703 nnd 1705 
by Prussia, Russia nnd Austria. 

Poland has enriched the world In 
music, nrt, nnd literature. The na- 
tional dances, tho polonaise and the 
mazurka, were always accompanied by 
singing. Copernicus Is Poland's great- 
est name. Slenkiewlcz, victim of the 
I World war, by many considered the 
most brilliant writer of tho day, was 
' a Polo, as Is Paderewski, • 



Unsolved Riddles That Still Puzzls 
Authorities Hers and Abroad 

The Fato of "Fighting Mac" 

THE son of a Scotch laborer, llec- 
ior MricDorinld commenced his 
eventful life In the most prosaic of 
manners-— first as a barefoot plow- 
boy and then as a clerk In n country 
store. As far back ns ho could re- 
member, however, he had wanted to 
be a soldier and. as soon as lie was 
old enough, ho enlisted as a prlvnto 
T ln the Gordon Highlanders, currying 
the musket or a private soldier. Then, 
during the Afghan campaign of 1870, 
came the opportunity which was to 
mean so much to him. 

In company with a small body of 
men, Macponnld found himself sur- 
rounded by some two thousand or nioro 
natives, bent upon the total destruc- 
tion of the British soldiers. The offi- 
cers haying been shot, MncDonnlil 
took command of the detachment and 
led them In a dashing bayonet chargo 
which ripped the ranks of the enemy 
wide open nnd cut a lane through 
which the English marched to safety. 
As a reward for his except lonn I brav- 
ery, Lord Roberts offered Macponnlfl 
his choice of tho Victoria Cross or on 
officer's commission nnd, without a 
moment's hesitation, the Scotchman 
chose the latter, despite the fact of 
the prejudice existing against the ex- 
ceptional officer who had battled his 
way up from the ranks. 

During the years that followed, 
MncDonuld's career was one of nl- 
most continual success. During tho 
Sudan campaign lie was raised to tho 
rank of colonel In appreciation of his 
defeat of n Dervish attack upon tho 
British flank and, during the Boer war,. 
Ids military accomplishments were so 
marked that he was knighted ana 
made n brigadier general. 

During the Intervening years, how- 
ever, he had been constantly waging 
another war— one against the prejudice 
and enmity of certuin olilcers of tho 
army who were jealous of the former 
private's advancement and who, in 
consequence, tried to do everything 
in their power to belittle and humil- 
iate him. The lienors which General 
MacDonald received at the hands of 
tho queen wiped out some of theso 
scores but .only Intensified others and, 
after his appointment to tnV command 
of the military post at Ceylon, certain 
grave charges were preferred against 
him which were undoubtedly without 
the slightest foundation. 

Ills nerves frayed by the constant 
strain under which he hnd labored , 
and feeling that he had been aban- 
doned by the friends he had made. Sir 
Hector applied for leave of absenco 
In order to return to London, where 
he had a personal interview with Lord , 
Roberts, who Is reported to have ad- 
vised him to return to Ceylon nnd 
fight the accusations to the limit. 
Other officials of the war office wero 
outspoken In their demands for an In- 
stant court-martial, but whether this \ 
radical step was taken has never been 
made public. 

"Fighting Mac" as he was affcctlon- 
ntely known- to the rank nnd file of 
the British army, nccordlngly left 
London supposedly for the Orient, but 
only proceeded as far as Paris where 
he registered nt a rather secluded 
hotel and kept strictly to himself. Not 
long afterward all England was 
amazed by tho news of the suicide of 
the general, who was reported to hnvo 
sent a bullet through his head after 
reading an account of the charges 
against him. 

But ids reported death by no means 
ended the strange sequence of events 
connected with ids career. Although 
the Scotch soldier was supposed to be* 
a bachelor, his family was Informed 
that the general's widow had taken 
the body back to Scotland and that 
the. interment hnd taken place quietly, 
with no military honors whatever. 
Little by little a rumor gained cre- 
dence to the effect that "Fighting Mac" 
was not dead, but that he hnd re- 
turned to the Orient under nn nssumed 
name and had offered his services to 
the Mikado— one story stating that tho 
famous General Kurokl. who attained 
such prominence during the ltusso- 
Japanese war, was none other than tho 
Scotch general. But tho British war 
office took no cognizance of these re- 
ports and adhered to Its original state- 
ment about General MacDonald's 
death In Paris. 

Incidentally, the commission of In- 
quiry Into the charges against him In 
Ceylon returned u report completely 
absolving lilm from nil blame— but no> 
Inquiry, official or otherwise, has ever 
swept away the veil of mystery which 
surrounds the fate of one of the most 
gallant olilcers who ever fought under 
the British flag.
